Answer is blowin’ in 
the wind 





verybody talks about the weath- 
er. Sometimes I curse it when 
I'm trying to pedal against a wind 
that blasts my face for hours on end. 

My ears perked up when a fel- 
low cyclist told me of a technique 
of angling one’s bike and body so 
they act like a sail. He claimed he 
could zigzag across windy roads 
using the wind to speed him along. 

Didn’t work for me. 

But he was on the right track. 
When you have lemons, make 
lemonade. That’s what they’re 
doing in Pincher Creek, Alta. — 
turning some of Canada’s best 
wind into a profitable resource. 

On a ridge outside town are 52 
elegant wind turbines (each with 
three 16-meter-long blades) spin- 
ning silently, creating electricity. 
Cycling by them in the wind can be 
a grunt, yet it great to know 
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to build wind turbines in Pincher 
Creek for local installation and 
export across Canada, the U.S. and 
beyond. 

“It’s a real coup to see the envi- 
ronmental community, industry 
and government on the same side, 
especially on an energy issue,” 
said Dale Johnson, president of 
Wind Power Inc. 

Roy Davidson of the Pincher 
Creek and District Economic 
Development Board put it this 
way: “The Pincher Creek wind ini- 
tiative proposal can assist in clean- 
ing up our environment, contribute 
$5.5 billion of economic develop- 
ment and create 2,000 new jobs 
(over 30 years).” 

The jobs are particularly timely; 
the nearby Shell natural gas plant 
is in the process of laying off up to 
200 people. 

For a given amount of electrici- 
ty, wind creates five times more 
employment than coal. 

This project alone would keep 
four million tons of carbon dioxide 
out of the atmosphere annually if 
it replaced coal-fired kilowatts. 

The California Energy 
Commission concluded wind is 
less costly than coal, gas or 
nuclear energy when fuel and

Bar turns deaf ear 
to gasp for help

A asthmatic who suffered a 
severe attack at a downtown 
bar last week is complaining that 
the bar's owners were reluctant to 
phone for help and then made him 
wait outside until the ambulance 
showed up. 

Korby Gale said he was drinking 
at Buddys Pub at 10112-124 St. 
when he began to feel tightness in 
his chest. He told bar staff he 
wasn’t feeling well and warned 
them they might have to call an 
ambulance. 

“It’s not like I was juiced,” said 
Gale. The six ft., one-inch, 140 lb. 
man had drunk four beers over a

four-hour period when the tight- 
ness in his chest began. 

Gale, 24, said one of the bar’s 
owners came over and told him if 
he wanted an ambulance he would 
have to walk outside and wait by 
the bus stop. 

He said the bar’s owners told 
him they didn’t want to have to fill 
out an incident report. Incident 
reports are documents liquor 
inspectors require when an infrac- 
tion at a licensed establishment 
takes place. 

“Don’t tell me about incident 
reports,” said Gale, who works as 
a fund-raiser. “He could be filling 
out a hell of a lot more than an 
incident report if the guy drops 


dead on your floor.” 

Jim Brown, co-owner of the 75 
seat Buddys Pub, defended hi 
actions, saying it was the secon, 
time in two weeks Gale had com 
into the bar and suffered a 
attack. Brown says he is awar, 
that Gale also had another attac| 
recently at a second bar, Booi 
and Saddles. 

In each of the three attack: 
paramedics arrived and adminis 
tered oxygen and Ventolin anc 
Atrovent — both lung dilators 
to Gale. Each time he was taken to 
the Royal Alexandra Hospital| 
where he stayed in emergenc; 
overnight.

picy food sparks flaming tongues 
and churning stomachs — not to 
mention that “what did I eat last 
night?” feeling the next day. Right? 
No. Not all spicy dishes are cre- 
ated equal. Red Hot and Green, 50 
Spicy Vegetarian Recipes, a cook- 
book which explores five different 
spicy ingredients, will challenge 
the way you think about spice. 
Sure, there’s a whole section of 
recipes with chilies that rate at the 
top end of the hot scale. However,

the other four spices author Janet 
Hazen explores, (peppercorns, 
mustards, horseradish and ginger) 
showcase the burst of flavor these 
seasonings can deliver. 

In her eighth book, Hazen cre- 
ates vegetarian recipes that even 
the most dedicated meat-eater will 
be willing to try. Interesting appe- 
tizers such as horseradish sesame 
rice balls with cucumber vie for 
attention with fascinating desserts 
like frozen white chocolate 
mousse with black pepper. While 
most of these concoctions would 
be saved for an event, there are a 
few everyday dishes such as 
Rigatoni with broccoli, peppers 
and creamy mustard sauce. 

The ethnic origins of many 


recipes are clear. African, Asian, 
Southern United States and Mexi- 
can influences appear in many 
dishes. In recipes that don’t “fit” 
into an ethnic category, the auth- 
or’s creativity is abundant The 
cabbage rolls with mustard-spiked 
vegetables and the ginger-glazed 
yam cakes with raisins and wal- 
nuts are unique. 

Hazen’s cooking methods are 
straightforward and uncomplicat- 
ed. Most of the ingredients can be 
found at the local grocery store. 
She’s also included a guide for 
buying, storing and preparing the 
key five seasonings. Vivid color 
photographs and unique recipes 
make this book worthy of a space 
on your cookbook shelf. e

“Trauma works on the ‘golden hour,’ where we've got 
one hour to get you to [hospital]. You stop breathing, 
you don’t have a lot of time. Time is of the essence. 


“I'm not going to activate emergency medical ser- 


vices to be a public spectacle.” 

Gale, diagnosed with asthma two years ago, devel- 
oped a lung infection after returning from British 
Columbia in mid-September. He is currently under a 


Y physician's care, on medication and carries an inhaler.

Gale is prescribed two dilators and one inhaled 
steroid, none of which react with alcohol, he said.

Smashing Pumpkins 
Edmonton Coliseum 
September 27 





nd the Edmonton Coliseum 

turned into one giant orgy. 
Men fought, couples cavorted in 
the thin light. But I felt neither 
shock nor alarm. Instead I felt full 
of vigor and elation. 

At the centre of it stood a bald, 
lofty man in metallic silver pants. 
His name was Billy Corgan and at 
either side were his companions 
— D'Arcy on his right and James 
tha to his left. They performed by 
the name The Smashing Pump- 
kins, but in actuality they were 
from another planet, come to lift 
us from lethargy and depression. 
They converted the Coliseum into 
a staging ground for mass hypno- 
sis. Corgan indoctrinated 11,000 
attendees with his intoxicating 
music and between-song banter. 

“Get rid of your copy of Licence 
To Iil and say hello to the new 
you,” Corgan told the crowd. 

After two selections from most 
recent album Mellon Collie and 
the Infinite Sadness, the third 
song Cherub Rock, from Siamese 
Dream, was a double-time frenzy. 
Tha’s spacey guitar soared as psy- 
chedelic, surreal images flashed 
on the backdrop and Corgan 
poised ready to strike. 

“You know what today is, 
James?” the cherub-faced Corgan 
asked guitarist lha. “Today is...” 
He trailed off, the band played hit 
Today, and somehow, the lyrics 
were more cynical and sarcastic. 

The Pumpkins relied heavily on 
songs from Mellon Collie, per- 
forming only one selection from 
debut Gish. I Am One was trans- 
formed into a 10-minute extrapo- 
lation of sonic feedback and inter- 
stellar noise. The crowd roared 








appreciatively at Porcelina of the 
Vast Oceans, An Ode to No Onc 
and To Forgive. At one point the 
lights went down and a clip from 
the movie Planet of the Apes light- 
ed the backdrop. Picking up from 
the mood, the Pumpkins tore into 
Thru the Eyes of Ruby. 

Halfway through X.Y.U. the 
music stopped and the lights went 
down again. Corgan played the 
crowd, waiting a couple of min 
utes before screaming, “Into the 
eyes of a jackal, I say, Ka-Boom!” 
and propelled explosively back 
into a tumultuous wall of sound.

While the Smashing Pumpkins 
might be the new kings of arena 
rock (witness Def Leppard’'s 
recent blowout) openers Grant 
Lee Buffalo are suited to a more 
intimate setting.

Joshua Redman Freedom in the

Next to players like Joe Hender- 
son, Joshua Redman is still a mere 
youth. However, the sax-man and 
bandleader, in his early 20s, shows 
considerable maturity on Freedom 
in the Groove, his fifth recordirg. 
The young lion no longer feels the 
need to show off his formidable 
chops at every turn. Instead, he 
quietly impresses with his confi- 
dent compositions and arrange- 
ments. Freedom in the Groove has 
vigor, but also a previously un- 
known sensitivity and depth. Red- 
man has exchanged power for 
grace. 

He leads a band of young, 
accomplished musicians, most of 
them new names. The band is hot. 
Listen to this quintet explore dis- 
parate threads, as on One Shining 
Soul, and then mesh in joyous 
union. They work as equally well 


in a post-bop vein on Streams of 


Consciousness, as they do on the 
low-down, dirty blues of When the 
Sun Comes Down. 

Of particular note is guitarist 
Peter Bernstein, who plays in 
telaxed Wes Mentgomery style. He 
and Redman change leads, while 
Peter Martin (piano), Christopher 
Thomas (bass) and Brian Blade 
(drums) are content to anchor the 
rhythms. Redman tells the truth: 
he’s found freedom in the groove 
and it sounds good on him.

Despite this underlying tone 
marking Vega’s artistry, there is a 
wonderful playfulness about her 
work. This is demonstrated in The 
World Before Columbus and the 
strangely haunting melody of The 
Thin Man. 

This disc is sure to please fans 
with its bizarre marriage of the 
serious and socially correct with 
‘the lighthearted and downright 
silly. One thing’s certain, however, 
each song on this disc is compos- 
ed, designed and delivered with 
Vega’s indomitable style.

hat book meant an enormous 
amount to me. It was the novel 
into which I had invested my life, 
my heart, and my spirit... 22 
years later as I write this in 1986, 
the old lady (Hagar) is still helping 
me. 
— (Margaret Laurence on 
The Stone Angel, from Dance on 
the Earth: A memoir.) 


New life will be breathed into 
Margaret Laurence’s beloved old 
lady this week as Hagar Shipley 
looms larger than life on the scar- 
red stage of the Roxy Theatre. 

The Stone Angel, Laurence’s 
Canadian classic, first published in 
1964, has been brought from page 
to stage by the combined compa- 
nies of Theatre Network and 
Workshop West. It’s a mammoth 
undertaking. Not unlike Laurence 
herself, many readers have an 
emotional investment in this 
painful tale of a woman's stark 
determination, self-reliance and 
almost brutal independence. Stone 
Angel was, and still is, required 
reading in countless senior English 
Literature courses across Canada 
and, in many cases, its impact on 
readers has been profound. 

“For lots of people this book has 
been a milestone, a very important 
book in shaping ideas,” said 

_Sharon Bakker, the Saskatoon 
actor who plays the uncompromis- 
ing Hagar in the James Nicol adap- 
tation. “It’s about a young girl who 
fights against all society imposes 
on her. Hagar fights to be truly 
herself, and that strikes a chord 
which can resonate through a life- 
time.” 

While 44-year-old Bakker admits 
The Stone Angel is “one of those 
novels I read and re-read every 
year,” director Ben Henderson, 
himself a bit of a Laurence neo- 
phyte, maintains you don’t have to 
know a thing about the author's 
work to appreciate the dramatic 
depth and humour of this play. 

“(Nichol’s) script landed on my 
desk a couple of years ago, I read 
it, loved it, saw it had nine actors

and, sigh, had to put it aside. When 
the opportunity came up to do a 
co-production with Workshop 
West, (artistic director) David 
Mann was really enthusiastic. He’s 
actually taken on one of the roles 
in the play.” 

A co-production means dual 
resources can be pumped into the 
show, allowing for a larger cast, 
more technical toys and an overall 
bigger production. It seems to be 
the way of the future for a lot of 
Edmonton's cash-strapped compa- 
nies. 

“Being able to go all out with 
our joint resources is such a plea- 
sure,” said Henderson, who last 
co-produced Poor Superman with 
Workshop West. “And the strength

of this company.” He whistles low, 
under his breath. “It does Edmon- 
ton proud to see that degree of 
expertise on the same stage.” 
Laurence’s work has long been 
dogged by controversy. In 1976 
members of the Peterborough 
school board attacked Laurence’s 
second work, The Diviners, as 
being “pornographic, blasphe- 
mous, not fit to be in the school 
library, or to be taught.” Later, in 
1985, The Stone Angel was called 
“demeaning to human nature,” and 
a scathing letter in the Peter- 
borough Examiner read: “We 
know that Margaret Laurence’s 
aim in life is to destroy the home 
and family.” 

“She was the Brad Fraser of her

time,” said Henderson, of Lau- 
rence, who adopted the fictional 
prairie setting of Manawaka for 
her literary series. “She tells the 
quintessential Western story and 
tells it with depth and passion. The 
Stone Angel is a remarkable strug- 
gle for self.” 

Bakker, who played Hagar at 
Saskatoon’s Persephone Theatre 
last year, must portray her charac- 
ter at three stages: as a six-year- 
old child, a young woman strug- 
gling in a loveless marriage, and a 
90-year-old teetering on the thresh- 
old of death. 

It's a two-way stretch but 
Bakker claims the scenes of early 
life give inklings as to why Hagar 
becomes the “opinionated, pride- 






ful and downright nasty” person 
she is. This grandmama don't bake 
no cinnamon rolls. 

“Hagar is not a nice person, but 
she’s a very real person and she 
has the remarkable ability to live 
in the future, which is unusual in a 
memory play,” said Bakker. “The 
fact that she never gives up, not 
even at her death, makes her com 
pletely endearing.” 

Like her fictional character, 
Bakker grew up on a farm just out- 
side Saskatoon. Her acting career 
has taken her all over central and 


western Canada, but recently, with 
the birth of a granddaughter, she 
has returned to her hometown 


“Maybe I just got to a certain age 
and like Laurence, I had to go back 
to my roots." 


Henderson’s challenge, and that 


of his actors, is to get as much of 
the multi-layered color of the book 
into the play as possible without 
sacrificing theatricality 

“It's got a good feel now,” said 
Henderson, just wrapping up the 
rehearsal process. “The text is well 
served and it’s got a beautiful over- 
all texture. Purists to the book 
may not be satisfied but in a 2 1/2 
hour run we've been faithful to the 
author's intent. Laurence’s work is 
SO elastic, you can enter it at any 
point and draw different details 
from the writing.” 

According to Bakker, the most 
epiphinal points of the play are in 
the second act when Hagar runs 
away from her son Marvin to avoid 
being put in an old folks home 
She lands in an abandoned can 
nery and develops a relationship 


with an insurance salesman fight- 
ing a propensity to drink. 

“This character has a huge spiri- 
tual role to play in Hagar’s life,” 
said Henderson. “Without really 
knowing why, I felt these scenes in 
the cannery were paramount in a 
mystical sense.” 

“It’s a moment of transferal,” 
breaks in Bakker. “This man 
becomes Hagar’s confessor and 
forgiver, and in turn, she becomes 
his angel.” 

The Stone Angel is rife with sym- 
bolism from the Old and New 
Testament, and the story works on 
a number of different levels. But, 
cautions Henderson, it is primarily 
a story of strength, determination 
and a person’s reconciling them- 
selves with the life they’ve lived, 
The play, he adds, may speak in a 
way the book doesn’t. 

“The Stone Angel is a gift,” said 
Bakker. “It’s sad and it’s very 
funny and it’s exciting drama. The 
stakes in this play are high. Very 
High.” e

he paint’s drying on the outside, 

and the hardware’s still going 
up. Still, the colossal renovations at 
Catalyst Theatre’s new site — the 
south end of Yardbird Suite — will 
be ready for the October 4 season 
launch. Joey Trumbull, Artistic Co- 
Director of Catalyst, has been plan- 
ning it since summertime; now that 
“we've passed the inspectjon...we 
can open the business,” he said. 

Catalyst’s season kicks off with 
Electra, a nineties take on Euri- 
pides’ tragedy about a daughter’s 
thirst to avenge her father’s death 
— against mom. 

“Two things attracted us about 
(Electra’s story),” said Trumbull. 
“It’s about that nineties key-word, 
‘dysfunctional family’ (in which) 
problems get handed down and 
the blame always gets put on 
someone else.” 

Antecedents to Electra’s story 
are well-known: her mother 
Clytemnestra takes a lover, then 
kills off Agamemnon at his return 
from the Trojan War. 

History’s most uncivil home- 
coming plunges a noble family into 
moral collapse, and at the opening 
of Electra, “there’s a real sense of

loss...a real nostalgia for a time 
that was a lot better,” Trumbull 
explained. He finds comparable 
vibes in the nineties, an age of pro- 
found skepticism about the family. 
Catalyst’s Electra will stay “epic 
in its presentation,” employing the 
Greek chorus, among many classi- 
eal devices. “Characters are huge 
and grotesque; they have a freak- 
show quality,” Trumbull added. 
Like many hard-hitting Catalyst 
productions, such as My Perfect 
Heaven at this year’s Fringe (a 
“black and brutal comedy”), 


Electra promises to allude to the 
community's sense of trauma in 
the baldest possible way. Faint- 
hearted beware. 

Electra runs just four shows, 
which is standard at Catalyst. 
“Theatres our size run three 
weeks; they'll get 800 people but it 
means they’re playing to houses of 
25 each night. Our runs are short . 

. but we want each show to be an 
event...”

Thomas Sohilberg is an actor in 
the one hour multimedia play. He 
calls Through A Tire Swing “an 
Alice in Wonderland piece” which 
teaches kids lessons in recycling 
rubber and tire maintenance. 

“Inflate, rotate and balance,” 
laughed the 24-year old actor from 
the Precipice headquarters at the 
Banff School of Fine Arts. “Seems 
a strange thing to teach kids tire 
maintenance, but that’s certainly 
part of reducing the problems of 
discarded tires overtaking landfill 


ay waste of taxpayers’ 


in Alberta.” 

Precipice’s artistic director 
Colin Funk created Through A 
Tire Swing as his 10th educational 
touring show and he plans to 
bring it to 50 elementary schools 
across the province. 

“These two kids fall through 
their own tire swing into a futuris- 
tic landscape devoid of all natural 
living things,” explained Sohlberg. 
“The future is filled with smoke 
and an over abundance of discard- 
ed tires, so it gives the kids a 
glimpes of the way things might 
be.

lass is the diva of art mediums 

— hot, temperamental, difficult 
to control. Contrary to appearance 
and common sense, even in its solid 
form glass remains a liquid, albeit an 
incredibly slow moving one. Also, 
because of its chemical structure, it 
is potentially strong, even bullet 
proof (as in vests made from glass 
fibre fabrics). Fragile on the surface, 
tough as nails when you look a little 
closer, glass is a paradoxical materi- 
al. 

What does the co-ordinator of 
the Canadian Glass Show Carol 
Jane Campbell love about glass? 
"Heat. You've got to have passion 
to work with this material. It’s 
molten hot. It’s always moving." 

Campbell, who owns Smashing 
Glass, has, with the Rowles and 
Parham Gallery, brought together 
work by some of the best glass 
artists in the world. 

This 6th annual Canadian Glass 
Show presents glass work ranging 
from intricately crafted perfume 
bottles to abstract sculptures. The 
sheer diversity of forms highlights

material. Blown, tooled, fused or 
cast, sand-blasted, etched, engrav- 
ed — almost every conceivable 
manner of manipulating the medi- 
um is on exhibit.

This is conse- 
quent to the participation of sever- 
al leading glass artists from 
Quebec who work in pate de verre.

gradually heated. An outstanding 
example of this is in Jean Paul 
Martel's La Rupture du Sceau. 
This piece figures a ruptured glass 
disk partially encased in a con- 
crete membrane. Martel's sculp- 
ture seems to possess its own 
internal light held in a kind of 
frozen motion. Its luminous geom- 
etry expresses the elegance and 
energy of glass, and the subtly of 
effects made possible through the 
laborious pate de verre process. 

In contrast, is the urgency and 
immediacy of hot glass, where the 
artist literally breathes life into the 
material. Hot glass involves the 
manipulation by hand or breath of 
molten glass gathered from a fur- 
nace. David New Small's Marine 
Reliquary series features various 
blown vessels formed to look like 
encapsulated oceanic orbs. A deep 
sea diver, New Small draws upon 
his memory to create objects of a 
surreal depth and clarity. Daren 
Petersen's Venetian goblets, which 
stand 12 inches tall and retail for 
$200 a piece, demonstrate the intri- 
cacies of working in glass and the 
_fineness of form possible. 

The formal perfection of glass 
when in the hands of a master, 
finds its most eloquent expression 
in the flame blown perfume ves- 
sels of Toronto glass artist Alex- 
andre Kapran. Born in Russia and 
educated in Europe, Kapran is a

Husbands not the only thing lost in First Wives’ Club

THE FIRST WIVES’ CLUB 
(Paramount Pictures) 

Starring Bette Midler, Goldie

(Saas isn’t pretty. At least it 
never used to be. 

But these days, Hollywood com- 
edy is dolled up like a Hallmark 
greeting card, funny on the out- 
side, saccharine on the inside. To 
prove the point, we only have to 
look at a string of recent come- 
dies: To Wong Foo, Love, Julie 
Newmar, Jack, Multiplicity, and 
now The First Wives’ Club. 


Promising start 


Each of these films is ostensibly 
a comedy. But once we’ve waded 
through a few laughs (most of 
which we've already seen in the 
trailer) we’re landed with a deeper 
message — usually some simplis- 
tic pap about the value of family 
and friendship. 

Don’t get me wrong. I value fam- 
ily and friendship. But comedy 
doesn’t thrive in a benign universe. 

The First Wives’ Club promises 
at the start to be a dark, sisterhood 
revenge tale. Elise (Goldie Hawn), 
Brenda (Bette Midler), and Annie 
(Diane Keaton) are old friends 
who reunite at the funeral of a 
mutual college chum. 

They haven’t seen each other in 
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Midler, Keaton and Hawn 
plot against ex-husbands 

20 years, and all they have left in 
common is bad luck. 

Not only have their ex-husbands 
left them, but their husbands have 
traded them in for younger, thin- 
ner, stair-master girls. So the First 
Wives’ Club is born. The women 
form a society to suck the life- 
blood or, at the very least, seize 
assets, from their ex-mates. 


So far, so good. There are some 
snappy lines, (Rob Reiner, who 
makes an appearance as Elise’s 
plastic surgeon, has one of the 
best: “If I give you one more face- 
lift, you'll be able to blink your 
lips.”) and some OK slapstick on a 
window-washing cart. 

But about a third of the way 
through, the disease of sentiment 
takes over. And I don’t mean the 
reasonable “I care about these 
people” brand of sentiment. Mur- 
iel’s Wedding has that, and it’s a 
sweet, terribly funny film. I mean, 
break out the Kleenex, touchy- 
feely sentiment that’s as phony as 
a Hollywood hug. 

One minute the wives are the 
Three Stooges; the next, they’re 
sharing a moment. It’s a balance 
that The First Wives’ Club never 
quite pulls off. 

It’s not for lack of talent. Midler, 
Keaton, and Hawn are a strong 
comic trio. Hawn, in particular, 
shows her chops in the film. Self- 
obsessed Elise is the least humane 
character and the funniest by far. 
When she meets the other two at 
the funeral, she can’t even remem- 
ber their names; then she greets 
Bette Midler by calling her, “dear, 
sweet, funny, yearning, Brenda.” 
It’s a nice moment that stands out 
because of its underplayed irony. 

But it’s one of the few in the 
movie. At best, First Wive’s Club 
turns out to be a second-rate film.

He tells James he has a project 
that involves “something we're all 
intimately involved in: the reshap- 
ing of the human body by tech- 
nology.” The sex and accidents 
begin to merge. “The car crash is 
a liberation of sexual energy,” 
says Vaughan. And to be sure, 
everybody samples everyone else 
at some point in this film. 

Where the film goes is inevit- 
able. James, Catherine and Helen 
watch Vaughan recreate the fatal 
car crash of James Dean. It’s 
done live with stunt men wearing 
no seat belts on a deserted road 
late at night. It could be per- 
ceived as a sick form of entertain- 
ment, but Vaughan sees it as 
much more. Later in the film, as 
they visit the site of a terrible 
accident Vaughan praises it as “a 
work of art.” The crash victims sit 
stunned amidst the carnage as 
Vaughan prowls around, snap- 
ping photos with his camera. It’s 















riveting, terrifying, sickening. 
And it gets worse. 

Is Crash a work of art? Damn 
near. It’s suffused with atmos- | 
phere: the roar of the freeway, 
the brightly-colored cars rushing 
along the rain-swept roads. The 
acting is uniformly terrific, from | 
Hunter's hardened Remington, to 
Koteas’s dangerous Vaughan. 

And there is no question 
depravity is one of the film’s 
attractions. Like a car accident, 
you're compelled to look. 

If there’s any one place this 
film falls down, it’s in 
Cronenberg’s lack of resistance 
when it comes to high camp 
After every conceivable coupling 
has taken place, watching Hunter 
and Arquette stroll hand-in-hand 
toward a car is just excessive 
The film’s ending is also a touch 
lame, like the whole project had 
spun out of control. 

Still, Cronenberg’s once again 
lifted the horror film to a new 
level. Dare I say it? Crash is bang. 
on.
